THE RUHR TROUBLE 


One thing which has kept the en- 
iire world upse: is the occupation of 
the Ruhr distri¢dt by French soldiers: 
France demands a: large sum because 
because of the destruction wrought by’ 
the Germans during the war, and she 
should receive it. But, Germany says 
that she cannet pay all that France 
asks, and it appears on the surface that 
“Germiny is right. Upon its plea of 
inability to pay, France holds the Ruhr 
distri¢t by force. Everybody in the civ- 
ilized countries is sick and weary of 
the constant wrangle going on between 
France and Germany over money, So, 
comes the proposal of’settlement’ which 
appears reasonable and fair to both 
sides, which is welcome. 

First of all, the amount of indem- 
nity should. be fixed by a board of 
neutrals. The members of the board 
should learn exactly what France de- 
mands, and. after investigation, find 
out how much Germany is able to Ray, 
and when she can begin the payments. 
Secondly, require guarantees from Ger- 
many that she -would: carry out the 
findings of the board, and then have 
France withdraw her troops, and both 
countries settle down calmly to their 
business. Germany to work and raise 
the idemnity, France to\attend strictly 
to her own affairs, collecting on those 
paydays fixed by the board of neutrals. 
This suggestion is simple, sensible and 
is easy to carry out. 


PROHIBITION GRAPES 


If Horage Greely were alive today 
he would not despair of Pine county, 
Pa: It was Mr. Greely who remarked 
in his Tribune in ,Pike County there 
was nothing raised but rattlesnakes, 
whiskey and democrats, and it was 
plain that of these evils the great edi- 
tor named, the last named was the 
worst. But, Pike county is coming on. 
Notwithstanding the fact that it is the 
home of Governor Pinchot, it is as un- 
friendly to prohibition as Milwaukee, 
and it has been attracted by the high 
price of grapes in centers of population 

- The soil of Pike County, notwith- 
standing itS perpendicularity, is well 
adapted to grape culture and grapes 
are in demand. Moreover, buyers in 
New York and Philadelphia and in 
Scranton are not particular as to how. 
they are boxed or basketed, according 
to a news dispatch. They are easily 
marketed and this fact has stimulated 
many farmers to double or quadruple 
the space formerly alloted to the fruit. 
Some, according to the representation 
of a New York nursery are going into 
the business on a large scale. 

It is a mistake, therefore, to say 
that the 18th amendment has been in- 
.jurious to the whole country. It is an 
incentive to the gtape growers of Pike, 
a promoter of industry, for, although 
the use of grapes for wine making pur- 
poses is prohibited by law, the demand 
is many times greater than the supply.

The losses and costs borne by the 
‘overnment and the people of the 
Jnited States from unsound money 
sxxperiments, from colonial times 
town, doubtless total more than our 
stagge.ing World ,War appropria- 
fons, it is declared by HB. EB. Agger, 
in authority on economics, in the 
fournal of the American Bankers’ As- 
iociation. “Cheap money,” he says, 
s very costly, since frenzied finance, 
speculation and business disaster 
aave invariably followed in the wake 
of unsound currency. He cites his- 
torical experience showing that wid- 
ows and orphans were among the 
thief sufferers. 

“New generations of adults, like 
shildren, have to learn over anc over 
again that, ,when playing with fire, 
one runs the risk of being burned,” 
Mr. Agger says. “Indulging curren- 
cy heresies constitutes such an adult 
playing-with-fire. A glance over our 
own historical experience would dem- 
onstrate this to the most ardent ‘easy 
money’ advocate, but such advocates 
are usually those to whom history is 
‘bunk.’ 

Soft Money Advocates Seek Frofit 

“Unfortunately those who are will- 
ing to kindle’ the kind of conflagra- 
tion involved in ‘soft-money’ experl- 
mentation are not the only ones hurt. 
Indeed, they may extort an advan- 
tage for themselves. Bat the record 
ig all too clear concerning the mass 
lof people. Heavy losses, injustice, 
disorganized production and ‘numer- 
ous other evils are inevitable. 

“Unsound money projects {impose 
heavy costs on the government itself. 
The first effect of cheap money is to 
raise prices. Mounting prices mean 
‘that, to meet its needs, the govern- 
ment must appropriate always. larger | 
sums. Again, dallying with unsound 
money weakens the government's 
credit™ Prospective bond buyers be- 
come hesitant when currency depre- 
‘elation is threatened, because there is

danger of agitation toward the pay: 
ment of government obligations in the 
cheaper money rather than in specie, 
Any such weakening ‘of goverment 
credit means lower prices received for 
pean consequently greater burdens 

the Treasury. Assuming that, in 
ine end, sound principles triumph, the 
indulgences of the unsound currency 
days leave further costs to be met 
If paper money bas been issued it 
must be redeemed. If a government 
be unwilling to stoop to repudiation 
it must raise much more in taxes ta 
pay. for the paper money than it re 
ceived at the time of issue.” 

The total effect of paper issues In 
increasing the cost of the Civil War ls 
estimated at about $600,000,000, Mr. 
Agger says, continuing: 

“Much more serious ‘than the costa 
of unsound currency to the govern- 
ment are the heavy direct and indl- 
rect costs imposed upon the people. 
Our productive system is controlled 
through prices, and the upset of prices, 
caused by a depreciating currency, in 
terferes with the proper harmonizin; 
of the different lines of production 
Price changes are not instantaneousk _ 
or uniformly effected throughout th 
whole system. The result of an in 
flationary movement is a stimulation 
of speculation and over-investment in 
some lines, with inadequate develop- 
ment in other lines. The period of 
speculation seems a period of prosper- 
ity, but how false and unsound is such 
prosperity is disclosed in the stress 
and agony of the inevitable period oi 
liquidation which, Nemesis-like, fol- 
lows on the heels of the boom.” 


Wealth Unfairly Re-distributeC 
Mr. Agger then describes “the als- 
tressing effects of an unsound money 
on the distribution of wealth among 
classes and individuals. Cheapening 
money through inflationary expedt 
ents is a gigantic fraud upon the cred- 
itor classes as against debtors. All 
those dependeht on fixed incomes, or 
receiving specified sums in terms of 
money, are penalized when the pur- 
chasing power of money is depressed 
In like manner the stockhoider profita 
at the expense of the bondholder—a 
fact which implies a reward to the 
more speculatively inclined at the ex- 
pense of the conservative. ‘ 
“Advancing prices cause discontent 
and give rise to agitation and unrest 
among those whose incomes cannot 


promptly be adjusted:.to meet. higher |

of stability in money also undermines 
and weakens habits of thrift.
